I looke upon a grand defigne of the Jeſuices and theirfaction #s the greac 
wheele moving toand in this bufinefle, He char knowes any thing of the 


maſters of the faRion the jeſuires, which are a Conmpendiams of the Romiſh 
religion, in Which and in whory, beſides idolatry and ſuperfiition, are met 
pride, ſubtilry, and cruety, Ic hath beer-nor unjuſily ſulpeRed that there 
hath been a defigne of theſe mafiers of Religion,or rather rebellios, to which 
they have been moved by the weights of intolerable pride and miſguided 
zeale, roxeduceas much of the world as they can comprehend inthe vaſt 
thoughts to the Monarchy of Speize and the Supremacie of Reme.. And to 
this parpoſechey bave becnindefatigablein theirendevours in all Countries 
and of all kindes. Ie concernesnor this preſent buſinefſe much for me to ob 
ſerve what they have arrempred , and how farre they have prevailed in 
other Countries; Though it deſerves ournotice to confider how farre they 

haye proceeded in Germ; what ſeeds they have ſown in Frence and in 
Holland ix ſelfe, noewichſtandiog its profeſſed dereRation of them ard vigi- 

larcie againfithemn; even ſuch as we: may juſtly ſuſpe&t may grow upuhe

ſeverall intherime of our glorious Queer Elizabeth ate ſufficeut 
atrefiacions of this defigne and defire; They law it uopoſſible zo-worke

z0 work againſt her both ; her perſon ad her Kingdomez He that knoweg 
any thing, knowes and acknowledges the. many deliverances God youch» 
fafed her,zud this Kiogdome in her, troma continued ſucceſſion of creaſons 
and Afaffications ; Their ſeverall machinations againſt her kingdomeeſpe- 
cially that grand one of $8, are equally knowen, and when they aw it un. 
likely to prevaile here, they endeyour to weaken and vex her with'rebellions 
in Ireland; an old play new ated. After this Sun was fer, they hoped for a 
ſnccefſion of thick datknefle by interrupting the lawfull Succeſſion of one 
whom they could not ſo well be aſſured of, though ſome ſay chey attemp. 
ted him,and preyail'd farre enough : That could not be done, they are put to 
anafter-game,which they play firſt deſperately,in the Powder-treaſon, then 
fubtilly,as may hereafter appeare. They began to be weary of yiolene at- 
tempts, and diſcerned a nature in his Majeftie which they could make a 
good ad vantage of, peaceable and fearefull, willing quietly to enjoy that 
addition of power andreyenue he had attained. They let him be quier,pro.

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But its furcher obje Red, it cannot be beleeved: this ſhould be eicher his 
Majefties intention to ioſlave his Kingdome, or the intention of thoſe Lords 
and Gentlemen that are with him to deſpoile themſelyes of their Religion 
and Liberties. I returnethis : They may doe the worke they intend nor, 
and as wiſe as they takethemſclyes may be over-aQted in their own defignes, 
I cannot, Idare not ſay,that they doe agree in the ſerving this Jeſuiricall de. 
figne,they haye many ends different from this and one another. Burthus firſt, 
I heartily doubr,it is the deſigne of many, ſome beyond ſea, ſome in England, 
who have it may be a double voyce inthe managing this bulineſſe : The Pa- 
piſts had geyer been ſo full and forward in their comributions both of purſe 
and perſon, were not there to them by themſelves, and ic may be by others 
propounded greatenjoyments.2,All chat joynia this ar; mumps + wat 
though they do it nor formally, y:t by conſequencthey ſerve chis defigne of 
ſlavery & ſuperſtirion by endeyouring the overthrow of the Parliament, ei- 
ther init ſelfor privileges, which muſt preſerve both liberty & religion. They 
ſay they m*ane burthe reducing ir,why that isto breake it in its freedomes, 
and rhey cannot ſtop there, becauſe they carry with them men, that as they 
hate to be ruled by a Patliameat, fo they love not to be ruted by any body, 
and when they are running downe hill, eſpecially Deſcen/as Averni who 
can ſtop them, not he that ſerchem on ? Sothatinthe prevailing of the now 
raiſed force the ruine of this, and indeed all Parliaments may be eafily diſ- 
cerned,unleſſe ſuch an one as w_ lawfully ruine us: in the ruining Partia- 
ments, who ſees not the ruinc of Religion, Law, Liberty,and this Kingdome, 
nay which is more theextreme davger if not deftruRtion of the Proteftant 
Religion through Chriftendome. | 

It men have other intentions inthistheir expedition, asthey doe not juſli-

man to haye ſo many joynd with him in the point next ſupremacy,nay ' ca 
macie it ſelfe, The legiſlative power, Is there any that have endevourd the be= 
ccayiog theix Couurrie,the bu:ldingtheic ambitious projeAsupon the uſes

of our fafery and liberty,let them be wolleſſed there is no mercy in a Pailia- 
ment, their eſtates if por perſons wult ſatiſtie for their faults ? Are there 
a people as there are too many whole luſt istheic life, chat teare the pows- 
e: of Religion and frict diſcipline, they muſt be poſleſſed thatthere is an 
endeyour of introducing a rigid Presbytery , an abſurd independencie? 
Are there ſome who know nor their own rights northe ſtare of our govern» 
ment, letthem be poſſeſt with che Majeſtic nay with the Deicie of a King, 
what a horrid thiog it15to oppoſe an unlawfuil command thoughco fave a * 
Kingdome. Are there an ignorant people that will be deluded with promiſes 
and pretences,let the hopes of pillage be propounded tothem? Isthere any 
thing men love,thacche Pacliamec wil cake away,is there any thivg they fear, 
that they will do. Thus do the comtrivers of chis milchicfe make uſe of every 
mans weaknefle or prejudice, and cither propound co them or letthem pro- 
pound co themſelves ends according to theis leverall rempers , and lead 

on with hope of their owneends,to further theirs, In ſumme the matter ſeems 


tobe this,Popery muſt grow up amongſt us, till ic have overgrown ugto ace 


compliſh char,che fence of our vineyard,our lawsand liberties muſt be pluck-

And hereit muſt be ſuppoſed chat no governmentthar is ſetled by men, or 
in men can be abſolutely out ofthe reach of danger and deftruRion. The go.

Let it therefore be confidered whether we can be fafe, unlefſe the 
power of the Afilitia bee placed iv men of knowne truſt and faithful- 
neſſe to the Kingdome, Some are of opinion, it had better never been medled 
with; that it hath occafioned this trouble, I much doubt ic, this buſmnefle was 
reſoyl'd ſhould be ; on that ground or ſome other, That Accommodation 
canonly be ſafe to this Kingdome, which ſhall place the c ofitin the 
handsofthem thatmay be groundedly preſum'd will uſe ir for the preſer- 
vation of it felfe, and conſequently not leave or place it inthe hands of them 
who have,or are likely to abuſe it,to the deſtrutionof the Kingdome.

Reports 
concerning Denmark have been accounted ridiculous by them who chought 
they had contrived cheirbufinafſe ſo cunniog]y that it could not be known.

Now that this fire may be quenched, and not onely raked vp, iewill be 
neceſſary that the fuell and fucllers beremoved, chat the in{truments and mat= 
ter of compaſſing this defigne be abandond, 

- Theinftruments are conceived ſome particular men, who befdes other 
charaQers plaive enough upon them, may be knowne by their advancing an 
arbitrary Government in the King; and the mancipation of themſelves, to the 
promiſcuous ſeryice ofthe Queen,w ho is profeſledly zealousio this point and 
folleweshe plot by inheritance, T he neck ofthis defigne will ſcarce be bro= 
ken, till the necks ot ſome of the principall authorsand aRors be, andthereſt 
diſabled.

they muſt expeR fewer friends then formerly, unlefle they ſhew themſelyes 

more friendly, and ſo we ſhall have a third unionof the two kingdomes, an 

unjon in bondage : But pardon this digreſſion, chough 1 be out of the King. 

dotne, I am not much out of the way. . 

3- How cay we be ſafe,uvleſſe our Lawes be fo by which we are preſer- 
ved, and how can that poſſibly be, unleſſe there be ſome new power eſta- 
bliſhed,or the old power(ifir be found only to have been deficient in reſpe& 
of the perſons eruſted) in new hands, how ſhall we be the better for our 
Lawes,were our Lawes better then they are, unleſſc ſome exaR courſe be 
caken to give usthe benefit of them, and though it ſeernes ap unreaſonable 
thing to nominate officers inthe behalfe of him who hath commanded and 
countenanced the violation of law, that doubtlefſe muſt bee theleaſt; and 
no man, noreaſonable man but ſees the caſe extraordinary : The God of 
Heaven direR to a berter remedy then for ovghtTI heare is intended; 

In the next place let it be conſidered what is required to an honourable 

Accommodation. 
 __ An honourable Accommodation muſt be fo inregard of God and ofour 
felves. And here 1crave mercy from our over-forward Accommedators; 
I meane them from whomic is in vaine to crave juſtice and truth,that I men- 
tion God, who ſure is not inall their thoughts, they feare God in a wrong 
ſenſe, they feare leſi hee ſhould rule among us ; whom yer if we give occaſion 
to depart from us, which we ſhall do by-unworthy termes,our defence isde- 


parted from us ; whom if wenow forſake he mayjuRily caſt us off for ever. 


An honourable Accommodation in reſpe& of God is a ſafe one in regard of 
our ſcives, his honour is bound up with our happineſſe; were it poſſible 
ro m__ wixhout cruth, we ſhould yer be but what the French fay of 
a beautifull harlot, A Paradiſe to theeye, buta Purgatery cothe ſoule. 
Now in regard of Godthat Accommdation can be only honourable that 
may eftabliſh his true Religion in puritie and plenty ; Such an one as may 


extirpate and ſuperftition,lay the groundsofa pious painfuk Mioiftry, | 


nd to that end caft out thoſe ſcandalous ſeditious perſons, who have now 
' ſhewed themſelves as ill affeRed to the Rate as formerly to the Church,and 


Ethiz advantage againſt them of fiuring up the people co warre againſt the 
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Parliament be negleRed, I know no way of ejecing them, ſuch an one ag 
may purge our doAtine, free it from ſuch expreſſions as Sans Clars, and 
che Arminians take adyantage of, reforme our Diſciglif, and make ic more 
conducibleto the end of all Diſcipline, the preſcrva a Charch from 
corruption in DoArine and manners, And let it be weighed, whether thar 
can be done without the ſupplanting choſe plants which our heavenly fa- 
cher never planted, the Biſhops, which have hitherto brought forththe fruits 
ofprophannefle, ignorance, ſuperſtition, and from whom little other can be 
expected : If you ſuggeſt, Pur better men in the places, We anſwer,the pla- 
ces will make them worſe : for ſo conſtant experience tels, the perſons were 
eyer worſe by theoffice, the office never becter by the perſons. 

An Accommodation honourable in regard of God muſt be ſuch as may 
cleanſe the land from bloud, that innocent and precious bloud which cryesto 
de avenged by our Parliamenr, or uponir. 

That Accommodation which ſhould be honourable ia regard of our 
ſelves, muſt be Tuch asmight purthar part of the Kingdome which have 
food up in the defence of ie, into ſuch a condition as to b: f.ce fromthe inſat. 
ferable inſo/ence and ſcorne, as they will alwayes lye under, from theirun= 
ſupprefled enemies ; but that is the leaft : Such an Accommodation ſhall 


| weaccount honourable which may be (o in regard of the Parliament, ſuch 


as may retraR the ſtrange indignities offered thac ſupreme Court and vin- 
dicace their honour aud power, and enable them to diſcharge char greac debe 
which they have undertaken for, left publique faith be jultly accouncedna 
"= then publique fraud, which is the higheſt diſhonour for ſo high « 
urk, We 
If it be here interpoſed, where is your care for the Kings honour in the 
Accommodation. I anſwer, I thinke it moreneceſlary tothe weltare of this 
Kingdome, that the honourof this ſupreme Court be kept unflaind then of 
aoy particular perſon whatſoever , [ could wiſh the members of ic would 
thinke ſo too, aud avoyd thoſe retreats which wiſe men have already 
— in their proceedings, and will in a ſhort time appeare toevery 
Hi Majeſtic hath fairer wayes out of bisreall miſtakes then the Parlia= 
ment out of their ſuppoſed, He is though a grear yer but one perſon, io whom 
ancrrour is more tolerable, he is ſuppoſed to aR accordingto the miſinfor- 
mation of cyillcounſls about him, let them bearethe blame and ſhame, K 


it be ſo Rood upon, that his Majeſtic ſcornes any ſuch evaſion, and as he bath 
already been tage to doe, take all upon himſelfſe, why ſbould we 
endanger ouy ſelves by a ſolicicude for the reparations of that honour, 


Which they, whom it moſt concernes, are not at all, 7 9 
For ie Parumar 10 do hahath bee required, und ic maybe; NE 
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peaed; I had almoftfaid whit ſome of chemſelves are about to doe; were to 
make rhem ridiculous and vile in the eyesof diſcerning people, as the relin. 
quiſhiog their orders, retraQting their Declarations, deſertiog their friends, 
For the King to doe what they have defired (though at another time ic 
would have been unreaſonably asked, and diſtionourably granted) is now 
both reaſonable and honourable to a true judgement, if it bee honour in a 
Prince copromote by al! poſſible meanes the happineſle and ſecurity of his 
people, it were but to doethat of which there might be Examplesgiven in 
other caſes, where Princes have notthought it diſhonourable, becauſe they 
have done ir to give fatisfaQzon to people, to retrat caJumnies , to ſacrifice 
delinquents, or at leaſt receive them asa gratuity, though not worth the 
giving or taking. 


obtaine from his Majeſtic a reall grant of ſuch propoſitions as gay ſtand 
with the ſafety ef the Kingdome, the honour of God, of the Parliament 
and Nation. 

And here thc former particulars muſt be reſumed, Firſt, is it Jkely hat 
during this unpretended danger we ſhould obtain a fertlement of the power 
of the Kingdome,princip Ily of che Ships, Forts and Armes in the hands of 
them who are knowne trieads of publique fafery or Liberty, taking it gran- 
ted rhat we could finde them. Here is a double doubt to be made, firſt, whe- 
ther he will; ſccandly,whecher- hee, conſidered in his preſent condition,can 
doe whar may be for our ſecuritie; His conſtapt Declaration of hiniſelfe 
Temes toexpreſſe that he hath received ewo PrinciplesagainR it, : 

The one ſuggefied by them who ſce no way of ſecurity, .or at leaſt of 
thriving butin a way of violence, who endevcur to poſſefle his Majeftie, 

, that he cannot be ſafe inthe Armes of his Parliament and people, becaufe 
they cannot ; thatthere are inclinations to a defection in his people, and to 
an innoyation of Government evenin the greatelt points of it in the Parlia- 
ment, or many conliderable perſons in it, and thence inferre, that there is-no 
way for his Majeſtic co keepe his priviledges, nor hisperſon and Crowne 
but by force of armes, and cherefore muſt have them placed in hands that bis 
confidence fo contrary to ours may be putin. How farre ſuch ſuggeſtions 
have preyail'd with his Maj:ftic appeares by his late anſwer to the Parlia- 
ments yaine repetition of a Petition of returne, in which he ſaith,thatto come 
pp, Up and truſt them, were but camely to lay downe his Crowne, which by 
forcethey ſaw they could not take from him. 1 do not know of any ſuch 

*z, inclinations in his people, but Iam ſure ſuch counſels and ſuch carriages are 
of {he way tobegetchem: He is further cold, or needsnotelling,thar he parts 
with the Flowers of his Crowne, whichit is not reaſonable, nay not [awfull 
ter himtodogia regard of poſtcrities. Bug ſes bexe how indifferent theſe 
mcn. 
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The next and great Queſtion is, whether we are likely by a treaty ro

men are as he for one who wrote the late Anſwer to the Obſervations prin- 
ted by Command at Oxford, It is lawfull, nay neceffary for us to inveſt his 
Majeftie with whatright God hath given us, a right in our ſelves we may 
part with, yet more of our liberty, and lawfully and proficably make our 
ſelves {layes, but it is not lawfuil for the King co part with an inch of Pre- 
rogative or abate a jor of power, though forthat end for which all his power 
was given him, his peoples good, and given him by us, He cannot doe ir 
without wrong to hisifſue : This will but give us occaſion to diſcufle how 
farre weare obliged by any aQs or grants of our anceſtours , giving away 
their and our liberty, and derermine for our adyantage, Doubtleſſe his 
Majefties thoughtsremaining as they have of late appeared to be, it cannot 
be expeReG that (had we the heartsto aske it, which ſome ſay unworthily 
begin to faile men, and make them) faile their truſt) hee ſhould iotruſt the 
power of the Kingdome in thoſe hands, whom we can only craft, that 1s ſuch 
a5 inthispreſent bulineſle have ſhewed themſelves faithfull ro the Kipgdam. 
The caſe of conſticucing a power to ſce the Lawes duly executed, or 
atleaſt of placing the preſent power in better bands is the like, Theſe coun 
{e]lours tell him there can be no new power but what is cutout of his, and 
the diſpoſing of the former power is likewiſe his, that if it be not diſpoſed 
by him,or elſe under- hand by ſome body for him, ic will be an inſufferable 
diminution of his obſeryance and authority. And no wonder though many 
endeyour thusto poſlefle him, becaule they looke to have this power placed 
in themſelves, co uſe ic as they have done : His Majzſtic hath been alwayes 
obſcryed to be too true to his owneends, and to the perſons promoting 
them, chough other inen who would yet be more confided in, have found 
a way toemploy men and deſert them; ſo that a reaſonable man who weighs 
perſons and things muſt conclude,thatthe King is not likely to yceld hearti= 
ly tothe ſectling ofthat power, whereby he judgesand rules, bur into ſuch, 
hands that have given open teſtimony, or doe give ſecret intimations and 
hopes cichec by their p. omiſes or their perſonsthat the power ſhall beulſed 
tothe advance of prerogative and keeping the high way. You ſay ſome 
body muſt be truſted, I ſay cruſt them that have notdeceived their trult ; you 
aske where they are to be found ?I wiſh I could anſwer it; As Luther once, 
call'd for the 46** P/adme, ſo T for the rweltth, He/pe, Lord, for the godly, 
' manceaſes, the faithful faile from the children of men. Pur it our eyes were, 
opened we might pretty well ſce whomnotto truſt, neither with Lawes or. 
Armes; thatis,ſome tall Cedar poſts, whoſe varniſh is now worne off, the 
wormes ſeen, the rottennefle diſcoyered,letnor theſe be any longer accoun- 
ted or uſed aspillars of the Common- wealth ; Truſtaor meothat are really. 
needy,unlefie you be ſure they can make n2 better bargaine ; truſt not mea. 


that by coyerouſaeſſe make themſclyes needy, they will make Lo |

for themſelyes and of you; truſt not men that are known vitious and ſen« 
ſvally corrupt, though forward aſſertors of Liberty , they are in danger to 
be given up by God, or to give themſelves up toaCions every way diſho.. 
nourable. The truth is, though it ſound like a Paradox, where few can bee 
cruſted moremuſt : and ſeeing we find menvery ſubjeR co be corrupted by 


honour and authoritie, eſpecially in theſe times where ſuch ſnares. are laid 


and fach bairs propounded, let the Law and Rule be made as plain and cer- 
raine as may be, the Offices of Rule and Judicature muſt be made more tem. 
porary andarbitrary in reſpect of the people then formerly, Though this 
will ſound harſh ro meneven accounted moderate, for I obſerye a generati. 
on that are extremely {er for liberty only, that chemſelyes may be licentious, 
and very hot againſt arbitrary Government, till themſclves haye or hopeto 
have a ſhare in it, as in the Earle of Srrafford: caſe, whoſe eps you ſeemen 
of ſound repute now beginning to trace,notthinking of his end. 

Inthe next place let it be examined, whether ic be like to obrain of his Ma- 
xfticin this conjunRure, the ſuppreſſion of that paity Popiſh and other- 
wiſe Malignant, in whoſe impunity it is impoſſiblefor usto be ſafe; Whether 
Ibe miſtaken let wiſe men judge, but to me the popiſh faRion, the promo- 
ters of an arbitrary governmentby force, for ſuch is that 1 feare, and thetrue 
patrons and loyers of truth and juſt liberty are as two ſcales or buckets, if 
one be high th&other muſt be low; as it is againſt piety, fois ic beyond the 


reach of policyyo to poyle them eſpecially after {uch ſtirring the humours | 
on both fides, as to we: peace in this Kingdome. One muſt downe, it . 


conceenes us neerely co ſee which: Firſt, ler us conſider, whether it is hkely by 
our treaty ſoto abate the number and power of Papiſts, as that they ſhall 
not remaine continuell thornes in our ſides, It is juſtly feared they have roo 
deepe an intereſt, and another kind of reward is expeed by them and incen- 
ded to them for their favour and uſefull ſervice at home and abroad, all that 
they have done in Ireland is not like to prevaile ſo much to their diſcounte- 
nance as what they have done 2gainſt Scorland and Exgland to their fayour 
they have been former preached to be, and haye now made good Squire 
Prieſts propheſic of the good Samaritane; good ſubjeRs in the Kings tenſe, 
though not in the kingdoms. Shall they be diſcouraged,ſhall they be diſcar- 
ded,nolet the poyntof the ſword and their ſwords teo be turned upon an- 


other ſort of men who have rebelliouſly armed themſelyes to ſave a Parlia- © 


ment from aſſaſſination and a kingdome from ruine. Shall not the Queere be 
gratified with the more free uſe of her religion, after that abundant ſervice in 
Holland for the provifion of men ard armes againſt us. It requires doubtles 
a faith lixrle ſhort of preſurnptien to beleeve that ever by treaty the Popiſh 
party ſhall be weakened, faith may be kept with chem though they keepe 
none, 
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$o for delinquents of che ſame kind,though another Religion, though we 
allow as much as can be allowed,thatthere be not a ſhort and punuall pro= 
ſecution of all that haye ſhewed themlſelyes enemies to the State, Is ic peſ- 
fible to obraine ſo much of his Majeſties favour or juſtice as to have the 
heads or necks of ſome of them who have been moſt deſperate and aRive in 
theembroyling this kingdome in this civill warre, and the proportionable 
cenſure of che reſt, Iris doubted, nay ir is deſpaired, whom we call enemics 
of the State, he calls friends and makes favourites, and keeps them in his bo= 
ſome, who by the warmth of his ſayour are ſo heightned, that thoſe whoſe 
care and paines have been indefatigable for the preſervation of the King- 
dome tom ruine both by ſea and land, are accounted the ſame to his Maje- 
flieas thoſe counſellors co us : where the Patliament thinks of puniſbments 
or ſhould thinke,his Majeſtic thinks of rewards, and fo on the contrary. 

If you ſay that all muſt beremicced, firſt the juſt and: reaſonable expeRa-» 
tion and engagement of the Kingdome cannot be ſo ſatisfied, Secondly, we 
ſill keep within our boſome the fuel! of a greater fice, if poſſible, and more 
ready after theſe exaſperationsto take fire upon all occafi>ns,and will be moi 
ready of all, when dried, as they are like ro be,by the Parliaments impunity 
and the Kings favour. 

3 Weleaye our ſclyes to the ſcorne and inſolency of them whoſe pride 
and blaſphemy is nor like to ſtop till ir comesat, Where is now their God? 
Which if it ſeeme good to the diſpofing hand of Heayen, let me rather dye 
than ſee or ſuffer, 

If any herethioke or ſay,there isa great deale of reaſon his Maj: fly ſhould ' 
grant what may be for the ſafety of the Kingdome,it is for hisqwn ſafety : I 
anſwer my queſtion is concerning will, not concerning reaſon, We are in» 
deed told by him chat undertakes the anſwer te the Obicrvator, that we muſt 
ſuppoſe that Prince our of his wits, cither not come to them or paſithem, a 
mzd man or a child that will not doe all for the ſafety and pro y_ of his 
people, in which he is ſafe and flouriſhes, We are told this but find the con= 
trary and have found it ſo often, that it ceaſes to be a wonder, It is not im» 
poſſible for a man not our of his wits, neicher though in that particular be 


hathnot the right uſe of them ro dothat which may cend to his own ruine 


for want of foreHght,if you be not inthis reſolved aske our reverend Prelats, 


But further,chough a Prince may be tender of the lives of his ſubjeQs,be- 
cauſe he would have many to rule oyer ; yet it is a queſtion or a negative cOn-- 
dufion ; Whether he defires to prefer their lives,ſo as they may be worth the 
injoying with the adyantages of cheir cates and liberties, ris crue in zight 
reaſon this ought to be his defire and endeyour, becauſe it is che honour of a 
Prince to be ruler of 8 rich and free people ; bur we many times find that - 


Princes repreſent their @bjes ro themlelyes inthe ſame xelation 88 —_ 
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tothe ſea, what I cangaine out of it is mine owae; Every abatement of a 
. priviledgeinchem isan advancemear of a prerogative in me, the emptying 
their purſes fils my Coffers, and ſo make the happineſſe ofthe people and 
their owne, which ſhould be wrap'd up together, co bee two diſtin, nay 
two contrary things,as it is in France, and hath appearcd to be in Ewglan4 
i the midſt of that 14. yeares ſpoile made upon us. |udge now whether it be 
not pollible upon theſe termes for a Prince to be fo farre from ſeeking the 
honour and ſafety of his people as to ſeeke their ruine as the foundation of 
hisrifingzand make a ſecond judgement, Whether we have not ſo repreſented 
to his Majeſtie ; So that you ſee or may ſee there is abſolute neceſſicy, that a 
Prince ſhould alwayes ſceke the rue ſatery of his people with the advantages 
of wealth and liberty : But his gracious Maieftic will; we have no wayto 

judge of mens wils and diſpoſitions, but their former aRions and preſent pre. 
parations : it is rqgo apparant, he hath atlea(t permitted things to bee done 

very much to the prejudice of his people, but we have promiſes for what we 

wiſh, Wewiſh there were no reaſonto diffide. Its one extreme unhappineſle 

thatthe word ofa King cannot rid us of all feares; What would you haye 

further; that which wee pray God for; a hearty cloſe : Bur what would 

you have his Majeſtie doe further for your ſatisfaction? We would have him 

doe, Prevent the propofitions with ſomething that might really advaneetbe 

good of his people, and abdicate all choſe peiſons and Counſellours who 

have fomented this deſfiruRive jealouſie, and given the adviſc for this un- 

happy diviſion. It muſt not bee wondred that people will notbe ſatisfied 

with promiſes and proteſtations, that have lived upon them while the y are 

almoſt Rarved and they evidently ſee E/aw's rough hand going along with 

Tacob's {mooth voyce, : 

And cruly for my part, as it is doubted whether he will, ſo whether hee 
can,withour a hard adventure yeeld tothings ſo much for our adyantage,and 
for the diſadvantage of his great Guard, The devill is now got out of the 
Circle and playesReakes,the guard isthriven to an Army,two orthree, [ts 
ſome doubt whether the power that raiſed the devill can lay him; 1havc 
heard it reported, and am ready to beleeye it, when Iconfider che diſpoſiti- 
on of many men abour his Majcſtie, that ſome ſhould ſay, as they had cn- 
gaged themſelyes, their friends and fortunes in the quarrell, as warre could 
not be made without ther, peace ſhould not. And there is one doubtieſſe 
in whoſe breſt you may finde that indignation of /uns, Mee inceprs de- 
fere vilem,&c, Sothat inthe making of peaceit is feared there muſt be 
Articles made by them and for them, in whoſe peace we can haye no peace. 

Judge ye now of the likelyhood of a ſafe Accommodation, ſomething 
may be further added concerning the probabilitie of an honourable. =

Bur we have many engagements for 
the Proteſtant Profeſſion, I muſt heere ſeriouſly profeſſe my doubr, that 
thereis ſome equivocation in that word Proteſtant; chat the ſenſe istakenas 
icbath been by ſome very large, You know how by the ſuperſtitious Pre 
lates, the pillars of the Kings proteſtant Religion, popery hath been reftraind 
and proteſiancie muſt be accordingly enlarged, The Archbiſhop of Cantar- 
bxry profeſſed himſelf a direct enemieto popery truly and properly fo call'd, 
which I beleeye he only thought to bee the Popes Suprernacie, which hee 
could ſcarce ſpare him; for all other points or moſt, we know were prea- 
ched and printed with his Command or connivence. Now if the protefiane 
Religion be enlarged,according asthe popilh is raitned, a promiſe co main- 
caine the protefiant Religion is more then a man ch wiſh, 

What hopes chat ſuperflition ſhould be abol;fHed, his Majeſtic expreſſed 
himſelf at Cambridge an approver ofall the ſuperſtitious dreſſes and gefiures 
there uſed, - 

Ofthe purging our DoArine or reforming our Diſcipline whae hopes? 
We ſhall have a Synod, but who dares cometo it upon che Accommodati. 
on? or who dares fpeake freely in ir, after the Parliament by this Accome 
wodation, ſhall ſubmit to the King 3 wonder not hat Icountan Accommos» 
dation a ſubmiſſion; I beleeve the King ( and juſily) accountsthe offer of ic 
a victory.

Saints or dye Martyrs: Theſe men muſt bee ſpared ia regard of the ſervice 
they haye done, cannot b: ſpared in regard of the ſervice they may again doe 
upon the like occaſion : forletany man obſerve and he ſhall finde,that thoſe 
places which have beeo thedensot ſuperſtition, the dungeons of ignorance, 
the finkes of prophanneſle in regard of ſcandalous Miniſters, have contributed 
the forwardeRt aſſiſtance in this cauſe againſi the Parliament, Though Iwill 
not deny but ſome learned and iogenuous men ( whole principles have yer 
beene below che power of godlineſſe) haye upon generallmiftakes and the 
ſwaying of particular ends engaged themſelves inthis buftneſſe, though not 
ſo deep asothers. 

And no doubt but the Prelates themſelves will be againe accommodated 
by this Accommodation,notwithſtanding the yotes (to them now ridiculous 
and call'd dotes) paſſed againſt them, for tliey {ay a Parliament ordinance can 
xecoile as well asa Convocation Canon, No doubr, I ſay, but they may re. 
gaine their power inthe Church,thoughit's ixc the Lords houſe may neyer 
have need ofthem. | 

And laſtly how canthe Land by this Accommodation be cleanſed from 
bloud,that crying finne, wh:ch hath been contraRted by this quarrell, if the 
Parlianient have 1ngaged men to ſhed innocent bloud,] ſee no reaſon but thar 
they ſubmit, and anexpiation bemade; ifon the contrary the Aatiparlia- 
mentary faRion beare the guil:, why nottbe puniſhment ? As I apprebend 
it, the chiefe endof this taking up Armes on their party was to bring De-

which they take notcare to bee avenged by them, will bee avenged upon 
ehem; which they will belceve, when chey {ce their Accommodation turned 
intoan Afafſination, which is no impoſſible bufeſſe, neither will it bee 
- thoughe ſo upon a lictle recolleRion. The deligne muſt on, the authours arc 
wwpatient ofthis retrograde they have ſuffced theſe three yeeres,they cannor

Bur ſayes my confident friend, when you ſee ſafe and honorable 
tions offerd and agreed upon, are not you gallantly deceived, I c 
am, [ſhallbe deceived if ſuch termes be offered; more if they be kepr, 

But what will you ſzy when you ſee the King come to London,upon the 
motion of the City, anda yeelding of the faireftrermes you can expe? Ican- 
net tel] whatto ſay, but 1 know what to think, Yet I may tell you whatthe 
huliansfay They tear courtefies ſometimes more then injuries, and this jez- 
louly is not alwayes fol'y.

In concluſion my thoughts are theſe, firſt that upon theſe conſiderations 
it ſeemes ro me improbable that ſafe and honorable termes ifthey be offered, 
ſhould be granted and kept. 

Secondly,though men be weary of the preſent, and deſire to tumble into 
their former conditions; It ſeemes not agreeable to the order of divine diſpen- 
fation,that all this ſtirre ſhould bemade, this bloud ſhed, ro produce acold 
Accommodation : Doubtleſſe the p-riod of chis bufineſſe will be ſome great 
alceration,liberty or tyranny, Popery or true piety. 

Though meo, greatmen and a great many ſometimes raiſe a great deale of 
duft, and make a mighty buſſle and briog forth nothing but wind : Yet God

cefficie of ſending propoſitions , in whoſe deniall may be advantage, Bur 
itis in yaine for me to diſpute that which the Parliament have derermin'd; I 
onely wiſh the ſendingofthem may doe as much good, as the delay in fra- 
ming of them hath done harme, Ir is expeRed the nor granting of them, 
ſhould bring off ſome ofthe Kings party; 1 am ſure the making them ar this 
time hath loſt fome ofthe Parliaments, it hath divided the City, che Par- 
liament, the Kingdome, almoſt Rarved the Army, and brought things to 
confuſion.

for whom, they have been employed and cogaged, For the firſt, which js 
countenance they ſtand not ſo much vpon,only as it 15a part of their repy= 
cation, but the latter is the maine. 

Tfindeeven among,che Parliament men, many who haye conceiv'd and 
expreſſed, Ithinke unjuſt Jam ſure unpolicike jalouſies of the army,which 
have ſo farre wrought upon many confiderable men in ir, that in caſe the like 
neceſſity againe rerure, 1 very much feare, whether they would not rather 
Aly to fave their owne livesthen fiandeo fight for them who ſo requite them, 
Icis a fixange aud unhappy turne, that where the ſafety not log fince was, 
(and toa right judgement now is) there the danger ſhould be. Cannot we 
bec content to be jealous of our enemies ? Bur it is not to be wondied at, 
when the people who-have beentheic immediate lafery find the like meaſure 
from ſorne of them, who begin now to ſuſpeR, that they have been (o for. 
ward for their ſupplyes and defence,ovly, that they might make uſe ofthem 
co doe ſome firavge thing, and be midwiyesto ſome Chimers, which yecno 
body knowes what to make of, I gueſle at ſuch choughts by ſlomecxpreſli. 
ons | have heard from them, who ſay they doubr the people aime at ſome 
great 5»fandum, ſomeching to big for their mouthes though nor for their 
hearts, which chey are ſo horribly affcaid of being ſerviceable to, chat they 
maonytimesdoubt whether themlelyes ſhould doe their owne duty, becaule
